The (attitude of the 
Government of Canada therefore remains to be determined, but 
there is a likelihood the Government will express a desire to 
submit the protocol to Parliament before taking a definite stand.

B oth mussolini and 

Rivera, dictators of Italy 
and Spain respectively, are strug¬ 
gling in stormy seas. The Italian 
Fascirti are splitting into hostile fac¬ 
tions. Important returned soldier 
elements led by General Garibaldi 
—a name to conjure with in Italy— 
have repudiated. the leadership of 
lhe Premier and to them are rally¬ 
ing the liberals and constitutional-, 
ist, of the country. Rivera, Spain's 
dictator, it under heavy fire and 
finds it convenient to absent himself 
in Morocco, which promises to be 
the grave of hit military, at well as 
political, reputation.
